Fellow  members  —  Our  TNA 
Board  meeting,  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  recent  convention,  covered 
a  number  of  subjects.  This  month 
I’d  like  to  tell  you  about  some  of  the 
discussed  issues. 

The  status  of  the  library  has  been 
a  source  of  concern  for  a  number  of 
us.  Simply  stated,  it  needs  to  be 
moved  from  its  present  location  in 
Fort  Worth.  Dick  Dollen,  governor 
of  TNA  District  III,  has  graciously 
offered  to  move  the  TNA  library  to 
his  work  location  in  Abilene  where 
it  will  be  secure  and  accessible  to 
the  TNA  membership.  Access  will 
be  through  the  mails.  Dick  has 
agreed  to  do  this  for  us,  but  is 
unable  to  do  it  as  a  permanent  ar¬ 
rangement  IS  THERE  ANYONE 
OUTTHERE  WHO  WILL  VOLUN¬ 
TEER  TO  BE  TNA’S  LIBRAR¬ 
IAN??  Space  required  is  about  50 
feet  of  shelving,  and  you  must  be 
willing  to  fill  about  two  to  three 
orders  each  month.  The  person  or 
club  ordering  pays  postage  both 
ways.  Let  me  hear  from  you,  please. 

Frank  Galindo,  your  medals  of¬ 
ficer,  has  been  doing  an  excellent 
job,  but  needs  your  help  to  move  out 
a  large  number  of  both  bronze  and 
silver  medals. 


You  district  governors  can  be  of 
much  help  by  getting  your  district 
clubs  to  buy  some  of  the  bronze 
medals  for  use  as  door  prizes,  for 
presentations  to  speakers,  guests, 
new  members,  juniors,  etc.  Frank 
has  written  each  governor  regard¬ 
ing  this.  The  response  from  a  few 
has  been  excellent  —  from  others  it 
has  been  disappointing.  If  you  have 
not  responded  to  Frank's  mailing, 
please  do  so  now.  I  know  a  lot  of  you 
governors  can  come  up  with  some 
other  ideas. 

If  the  dies  for  the  convention 
medals  from  previous  years  are  still 
available  from  the  mint  which  has 
done  the  medals  for  us,  the  board 
has  authorized  me  to  take  the  ne¬ 
cessary  steps  to  obtain  these  dies. 
After  they  are  in  our  possession 
they  will  be  offered  for  sale  to  the 
membership.  I  think  it  would  be  fun 
to  own  a  die  or  two.  I  imagine  it  is 
something  that  few  of  us  have  in 
our  collections.  More  on  this  when 
the  dies  become  available. 

Bod  Medlar,  who  has  been  a  TNA 
member  for  a  lot  of  years  and  served 
some  of  those  years  as  a  district 
governor,  has  decided  to  throw  his

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TNA  MEMBERS  CONVENE  IN  HISTORIC 
SAN  ANTONIO  FOR  “NUMISMATIC  FIESTA” 


The  27th  anniversary  and  the  29th 
convention  of  the  Texas  Numis¬ 
matic  Association,  and  the  25th  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  Gateway  Coin  Club 
highlighted  a  successful  Numis¬ 
matic  Fiesta  weekend  on  March  27, 
28,  29.  Raymond  E.  Tate,  club  presi¬ 
dent,  was  general  chairman  for  the 
29th  TNA  convention. 

Construction  in  downtown  San 
Antonio  did  not  discourage  the 
2,642  guests  attending  at  the  Henry 
B.  Gonzalez  Convention  Center.  Vi¬ 
sitors  came  from  Puerta  Rico,  Aus¬ 
tria,  Canada,  England,  France, 
West  Germany,  India,  Mexico  and 
33  states  of  the  U.S.  Mike  Greens¬ 
pan,  bourse  chairman,  reported  125 
dealers  from  16  states,  and  29  nu¬ 
mismatic  exhibits  were  entered  in 
all  categories,  according  to  Cliff 
Valley,  exhibit  chairman. 

The  event  officially  opened  at  9 
a  m.  Friday  as  San  Antonio  City 
Councilman  Bob  Thompson  cut  the 
entrance  ribbon  of  facimile  $100 
U.  S.  Federal  Reserve  Notes  and  100 
El  Banco  de  Mexico  Pesos.  Others 
taking  part  were  Tate,  TNA  Presi¬ 
dent  Mac  Kennady,  ANA  President 
Florence  Schook,  Legaria  Mint  Di¬ 
rector  Tadeo  Casso,  U.  S.  Mint  Rep¬ 
resentative  Arlene  Kigin,  U.  S.  Post¬ 
master  Joe  Schraer,  Lt.  Doug  Davis 
of  the  Pantego  Police  Dept.,  and 
McGruff,  the  Crime  Prevention  dog 
“taking  a  bite  out  of  crime.”

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

Lt.  Doug  Davis  of  the  Pantego, 
Tx.  Police  Dept,  presented  a  2-seg- 
ment  seminar  on  Numismatic  Crimes 
relating  to  coin  dealers  and  collec¬ 
tors  who  are  increasingly  becoming 
targets  of  criminals  who  have  or  are 
studying  numismatics,  and  the  hab¬ 
its  of  dealers/collectors  when  leav¬ 
ing  coin  shows  or  closing  shops  for 
the  day.  Lt.  Davis  discussed  points 
to  watch  for  in  crime  prevention, 
urged  dealers  to  travel  in  pairs  or 
more,  to  note  any  suspicious  per¬ 
sons  and  to  report  same  to  police 
and  security  guards.  The  two  sem¬ 
inars  were  held  Friday  evening  and 
Saturday  afternoon. 

As  a  link  to  the  crime  prevention 
theme,  McGruff,  the  Crime  Preven¬ 
tion  dog,  attended  the  TNA  opening 
ceremony  on  Friday  morning  as  a 
representative  of  the  Bexar  County 
Sheriffs  Department  and  the  Crime 
Prevention  Unit  of  Kelly  Air  Force 
Base  Security  Police  Squadron.  Ac¬ 
companying  McGruff  were  Sgt.  Bill 
Carver  of  the  Sheriff s  Dept.,  and 
SSgt.  Michael  M.  Inocente,  of  the 
KAFB  Squadron.  Leaflets  on  the 
subject  and  protection  from  con 
games  were  made  available. 


Sr.  Tadeo  Casso,  Legaria  Mint 
director,  followed  Davis’  Saturday 
afternoon  talk  and  discussed  mint 
operations  and  coinage  issues  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  mint.  (Sr.  Casso’s  talk 
will  be  reprinted  in  the  next  issue  of 
TNA  NEWS.) 

Gerald  Kendall  acted  as  MC.  Mac 
Kennady  and  Don  Bailey  introduced 
the  speakers.  Thirty-five  interested 
dealers  and  collectors  attended  each 
meeting. 

A  small  group  of  convention 
guests  were  guided  by  Ms.  Rachel 
Reynosa  on  a  tour  of  the  San  Anto¬ 
nio  Branch  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank.  Ms.  Reynosa,  FRB  public  re¬ 
lations,  explained  the  various  pro¬ 
cedures  involved  with  the  counting 
and  sorting  of  coins,  currency  and 
checks  arriving  from  member  banks. 
Dirty,  torn  and  generally  worn  out 
currency  makes  one  last  stop  -  the 
shredder.  Each  one  in  the  group 
received  a  souvenir  packet  of  finely 
shredded  paper  money  and  were  chal¬ 
lenged  to  put  the  pieces  together! 

Other  tours  scheduled,  and  guests 
signed  in  for,  were  the  Alamo 
Shrine  and  the  River  Walk.  Michael 
de  la  Torre  was  on  hand  to  lead  the 
groups  but  those  who  signed  in  did 
not  show.

On  Saturday,  March  28,  at  1  p.m., 
Robert  E.  Medlar  of  San  Antonio 
was  guest  speaker  at  a  regional 
meeting  of  the  Society  of  Paper 
Money  Collectors.  His  speech  cen¬ 
tered  on  the  years  during  the  Great 
Depression,  1929-1931,  according  to 
a  report  from  Frank  Clark,  SPMC 
member. 

Medlar  related  some  of  his  child¬ 
hood  experiences  during  this  period 
while  growing  up  on  a  farm  in  the 
Midwest.  He  also  spoke  on  the  glo¬ 
bal  economic  situation  at  the  time 
and  how,  when  one  bank  in  Ger¬ 
many  failed,  it  triggered  events  that 
led  to  the  Great  Depression. 

Some  of  these  events  in  our  coun¬ 
try  were  the  Wall  Street  Crash  of 
1929  and  the  failures  of  many 
banks  across  the  nation.  Medlar 
said  that  one  can  look  at  the  min¬ 
tages  for  our  coins  to  see  how  bad 
times  were,  with  mintages  being 
very  small  or  non-existent  for  some 
denominations  during  this  time.

The  United  States  did 
not  recover  from  the  Great  Depres¬ 
sion  until  it  was  drawn  into  World 
War  II.
